A VEILED FRANK.

THE GEORGIA NOMINATIONS. 


A Surprise Created by Their New Complexion. 

WasHINGTON, March 16.—-[Special.]—The 
nomination of Pleasants to succeed Collector 
Wade, and Mr. Farrow to succeed Collins at 
Brunswick created no little surprise. 

THE SITUATION STATED, 

When the Georgia syndicate arranged the 
slate some weeks ago, Pleasants was to sup- 
plant Wade, and C. W. Seidell was to be put 
in at Brunswick. After Clark’s removal Far 
row and Longstreet went home feeling sure 
that the programme would be carried out as 
they planned. The administration soon saw 
the effect of Clark’s removal, and learned 
from Georgia that a §continuance on the line 
thus begun would cause trouble. 

" WHEREIN THE TROUBLE LAY. 

Wade was indorsed by the strongest influ- 
ences at home, and leading colored men said 
they preferred him to stay in, and that Gen- 
eral McLaws, an avowed democrat, be re- 
moved to give place to some representative 
negro. General Grant stands back of Mc- 
Laws, apd he could not be moved. The ad- 
ministration wavered. It was then thought 
_certain tnat Wade would remain, even if Col- 
lins were put out. The delay alarmed the 
syndicate, and Longstreet hastened to renew 
the attack. There bas been warm work for 
several days. Leading Georgia independents 
have assured the president that his new party 
in Georgia could best be served by following 
the advices of the Longstreet-Farrow faction. 

A FORMAL SURRENDER.

THE EXULTANT NATIONALITY 
of sentiment which had always characterized the 
democracy, and he manifested in a great public 
spirit his own unalterable determination to main- 
tain the territorial integrity of our country and the 
indissoluble uniou of the states. He likewise rep- 
resented -the beneficent Jeflerronian philosophy 
which prefers that nothing shali be done by the 
general government which the local authorities are 
competent to do, and nothing by any govern- 
mentasa power Which individuals can do for 
themselves. The great contests of his admin- 
istration arose out of his efforts to resist the 
usurpation by congress of powers in derogation of 
the rights of local gove.nment and of individuals, 
as Well as those of the constitution. I well remem- 
ber that in the debate in 1832 on his veto of the bill 
tw re-charter the bank ot the United states, "Mr 
Webster, with all his cloqucuce, 
DENOUNCED AND DEPLORED THE SPECTACLE 
of the executive claiming the power and dismant- 
ling the government of which he Was the head. 
The over-growth of abuses and the arrogation of 
authority which they now conceal as they have dis- 
torted our political system, would have seemed, 
fifty years ago, when the debate occurred, as in- 
credible to Webster as they weuld be to Jackson. 
The government can uever be restored and reform- 
ed except from the inside and by the active inutel- 
ligentagency of the executive. We must hope 
Providecee willin its owl good time raise Up aman 
adapted and qualiiied for the wise execution of 
the great work, aud that the people will put him 
in possession of the executive to administer, 
through which alone that noble mission Can be ac- 
complished and preserved and invigorated.

We all rejoice in 
the fact that the sections maintain honorable 
and friendly rivalry for the success in their 
respective productions. Cotton in the south 
and corn in the north, each claim to be king. 
They are so great and so powerful, and con- 
tribute so largely to hold the balance of trade 
in our favor with other countries, that each 
may well claim a sceptre in excellence of 
quality and in the quantity produced. Each 
is almost the exclusive product of the country, 
and euch may securely rely upon the wants olf 
mankind to supply a market.

comrade and prepared to fire, but Adamson 
“got the drop on him,’ and it is thought 
sprinkled him liberally with birdshot. John 
left and chase was made, but our country dogs 
being yet very young, the chase was ineffec- 
tual. 
FINDING THE 
On going back to the station it was ascer- 
tained that the negro Munroe Bloom was 
lying dead 250 yards in the woods from the 
station. He was shot through, the ball en- 
tering the right side a little beiow and to the 
rear of the nipple. An inquest was held, 
and the verdict of the coroner's jury com- 
letely justified and exhoroated Adamson, the 
iliff, who is a good citizen and makes a first- 
rate officer, and it is very well understood 
that when a paper is placed in his hands the 
detendant, if he wishes to avoid arrest must 
avoid his bailiwick.

and sugar production. Certainly no injury: 
from the treaty to the rice industry has taken 
place, for last year we imported 42,174,509 
pounds of rice upon which duties _ ranging 
from 70 to 105 per cent were collected. while 
we got only 6,986,306 pounds of free rice un- 
der the dreadful treaty. Our rice planters are 
therefore in no present danger of a flood of 
cheap rice. The sugar planters are not worse 
off than the rice men, and neither has as yet 
any just complaint to make against the 
treaty; for its operation has not thus far les- 
sened their profits, and probably never will. 
The rea] opposition to the treaty doves not 
come so much from Louisiana and South Car- 
olina as from certain eastern refining inter- 
ests, who desire to crush out the rising refine- 
ries of San Francisco. At the same time tney 
would, without desiring to do so, check the 
growth of our merchant marine in the only 
direction that it has shown any 
growth whatever. The tonnage of vessels in 
the Hawaiian trade has been han lsomely in- 
creased, and an abrogation of the treaty would 
leave us without a single gain of shipping 
engaged in the foreign trade. As the treaty 
is working no harm to any of our interests, it 
would seem to be foolish to blot it out, inas- 
much as we would reap from its repeal a loss 
of trade and a loss of the close relations that 
now exist between the Pacific slope and the 
islands of the little kingdom.

THE JAY GOULD LEGEND.

The stock market suddenly wheeled and went up 
yesterday, though not until the bears had knocked 
prices around aitera lively fashion in the early 
hours. Mr. Cammack’s ‘‘Providence’’ seemed to 
have lost itsgrip; so also did Mr. Cammack's brok- 
ers, and along the whole line—Jersey Central alone 
excepted—quotations bounded up the scale from 
noon till the stock exchamge gavel thundered on 
the chairman's desk at 3 o’clock. ‘‘The public has 
recovered® confidence,’ gleefully e1ied the buds.

Mr. Sage says 
further that the Gould-Vanderbilt combination is 
sure to carry everything beforeit. It was stated in 
the street that hereafter every purchaser ofa thou- 
sand Western Union or Missouri Pacific was to be 
presented with a beautifully illuminated card en- 
titling the holder toa ride behind Maud S.—all to 
prove that the Gould-Vanderbilt copartnership is 
no empty and meaningless affair. 

Mr. Jay Gould posed in a new attitude yesterday. 
Strange stories had reached his ears tothe effect 
that wicked men had declared him a deceiver. 
Mr. Gould could not tamely submit to such vil- 
lainous defamation. It had been asserted that 
Mr. Gould, while openly a rampant bull, was se- 
cretiy unloading upon his over-trustful follow- 
ing. The story was ridiculous. No one who 
knows Mr. Gould and fully appreciates the 
great man’s philanthropy could be guilty of giv- 
ing ear to so preposterous a tale. But Mr. Gould 
was not happy. He was determined to put his 
foot down once and for all upon the sinful slan- 
ders. In addition to the malicious story that he 
had been playing something else than the fairest 
game was the vile insinuation that bankruptcy 
was not far distant.

TO BE HEARD AMONG STATESMEN 
‘ AT WASHINGTON. 


How Mississippi has been Redistricted—Causes o 
Diesension—The Georgia Congressmen- Senator 
Lamar—Mr. Hammond and the Chouteau 
Claims—Senator Brown's Dinner. 


Wasnineton, March 153.—[Special corre- 
spondence. ]—Mississippi has done what some 
of the papers are anxious for Georgia to do. 
Like Georgia, she gained a member of con- 
gress, and the legislature has gone through 
the task of redistricting the state. The art of 
gerrymandering has been well understood in 
Mississippi for along time, one of its great 
achievements being the ‘‘shoe-string district.” 
But gerrymandering for party profit is de- 
fensible under modern political ethics. It is 
not that of which complaint is made in this 
instance. In the legislature are aspiring men, 
and they have sliced up the state greatly to 
the disadvantage of some members of the 
present Mississippi delegation. con- 
gressmen from that state are loudly protest- 
ing against such strategy. Mr. Singleton and 
Genera! Hooker have been thrown into the 
same istrict, and three Singleton’s 
strongest cOUnties have been switched off into 
the new district. Hookerand Singleton are 
both very popular, but the district can’t elect 
both. A state politician who opposed Single- 


ton in the last nomination is said to be at the 
bottom of this plan to get ridof him. His

.friends here advise him simply to move over 


into the new district, and assure him he can 
‘apture it without any irouble. The enter- 
prising Mississippi legislature has ieft but two 
districts of the state anything like they were 
before. Mr. Money, one of the most efiicient 
men from that state, tells me that his new 
district will have nearly 200,000 people, while 
his next neighbor will have only 
120,000 constituents to please. Kvi- 
dently, the redistricting will cause 
dissensions in the coming canvass. The de- 
mecracy would have been much more solid 
if the new member were to be elected from 
the state at large. The Georgia congressmen, 
of course, feel a delicacy in ex»vressing them- 
selves on a question in which they are directly 
interested, but I am sure the candid, unpreju- 
diced opinion of every one of the nine is 
against the policy of calling the legislature 
together to redistrict the state. They all ap- 
pear to be willing to stand their chances as 
things now are, and they see the quarrels a 
redistricting would almost certainly arouse. 
To satisfy everybody would be impossible. It 
is no time to be sowing the seeds of discord. 
The governor of Kansas on the advice of the 
best politicians‘of his party has decided not 
to call the legislature, though Kansas has 
four new cougressmen. 
SERATOR LAMAR 
will not return to Washington for two weeks 
yet. He is quietly resting in Mississippi, feel- 
ing a steady gain in strength. The shock re- 
ceived from the carriage several weeks ago 
was more severe than he at first supposed, but 
danger of any serious injury has passed. The 
democrats miss him sadiv from the _ senate. 
With Lamar and Hill away the democratic 
side ig minus two of its mightiest men. Pen- 
dieton is a temporary invalid, and Williams 
is at home in Kentucky quite unwell. John 
Logan has huda hard time ina sick bed, and 
Don Cameron is in Florida with a delicate 
wife. Mahone is busier with home factions 
than with the public business. ‘Thus the sen- 
ate is considerably thinned. Fifty of the 
seventy six 1s a big attendance, and after all 
the debate on the Chinese bill, and the anxie- 
ty of the politicians to get on the record, only 
forty-four votes were cast pro and con.

The Influence of the New York Papers on Arthu 
~The Way Their Criticiems Affected Him. 

Wasuineton, March 13.—The Capital, in- 
fluenced by Blaine, asserts that Arthur stands 
in fear of three New York newspapers. It 
says: ‘The president has, in the main, pred- 
icated his policy, or perhaps it would be 
more exact to say his lack of policy, upon 
the mental condition of his editorial advis- 
ers for the time being, allowing for the train 
time required by the New York Times, Sun 
and Herald to reach here in the morning. 
To such a degree has the peculiar species of 
caution —— in the president that pub- 
lic men, his friends as weil as his oppon- 
ents, are beginning to remark it, and that 
with no little impatience, amounting in some 
cases to expressions Of contempt. For exam- 
ple, a distinguished republican senator from 
a Western state, a man who has figured in the 
senate through three. administrations, the 
other day said that he knew positively that 
the diatribes of the New York Sun and the 
sneers of the Times and Herald had fairly 
driven Mr. Arthur from his design of ap- 
pointing Mr. Sargent secretary of the interior.

Then 
for the next week or fortnight he scans his 
three New York newspaper censors to see how 
they receive it. If they acquiesce, he is hap- 
py; if they object, he immediately becomes 
gloomy, reticent and declines to talk on the 
subject of that particular nomination, In 
the case of Conkling he was compelled to di- 
vide his tripartite censorship against itself, 
but he knew that the division of opinion 
would be two to one in Conkling’s favor—the 
Sun and Herald iz favor and the Times op- 
posed—and he was willing to take that chance.

NANTUCKET, Mass., March 12.—The Hon. 
Charles O’Conor, formerly of New York, who 
retired from active life two years ago, and 
who early last year came to this once famous 
watering town for rest and health. has de- 
termined to make the island his permanent 
residence. Mr. O’Conor is now seventy- 
eight years old. and his relatives and friends 
are of opinion when he left New York that his 
sands of life were nearly run out, and that 
he had come here to pass away = as 
quietly as possible, far from the noise anc 
bustle ot business. Theclimate has improved 
him so much that he is recovering the 
vigor he possessed before he wasstricken with 
serious illness in New York in 1880, and he 
looks forward to at least another decade of 
such pleasure asan old man can find in his 
books. He has just occupied a new house 
overlooking Vineyard sound, which-was built 
for him during the winter. One of the rooms 
in it he has made fire-proof, and this he uses 
as alibrary, his vast collection of books and 
pamphlets having been sent on from New 
York by hisdirection. The library, 25 by 69, 
is built of brick and iron, and the shelves are 
made of gas-piping and galvanized iron. The 
old gentleman spends much of his time with 
his oooks, and is as greata student as he was 
forty years ago. He is seen by very few of the 
islanders, but those who call upon him are 
well received and find him affable and courte- 
ous. The impression prevails here that*he has 
in preparation a work of some kind, possibly 
an autobiography, in which considerable at- 
tention will be given the many famous cases 
in law in which he was retained, among 
others the slave Jack case, tried forty-seven 
years ago; the Lespenard will case, in 1845; 
the divorce case in which Edwin Forrest, the 
tragedian, was defendant, in 1851; the Mason 
will ease, 1853; the Lemmon slave case, the 
Jumel estate litigation, the Tweed-ring cases 
in New York in 1873, and the “8 to 7” pres- 
idential election case of 1877. He has deter- 
mined to make a visit to New York on mat- 
ters of private business in the spring, and 
will probably start during the latter part of 
April, remaining in the metrop dlis about two 
or three weeks.

@ne Mormon Woman Who Favers the Edmunds Bill.

Sart Lakk&, March 16.—The Tribune of to- 
merrow will publish the fellowing from a 
Mormon woman: “George Q. Cannon asserts, 
in a recent interview, that the Mormon peo- 
ple are unanimous in their opposition to the 
Kdmunds bill.

‘I do not know the man who brought the 

etition to my house, but supposed him to 
ve a Gentile. I asked him if the petition was 
against polygamy, and he said it was. 
have suffered termbly in polygamy, and | 
signed quick enough.. But after I had 
done se something in the manners 
of the man made me suspicious, and I 
asked him if it was not the Mormon peti- 
tien against the Edmunds bill. He had my 
name then, so he told me the truth. I asked 
him to cross out my name, but he would not 
do it.

A WORD FROM MOBGAN. 

Mr. Epitorn—The farmers here, as elsewhere, are 
behind and I believe facts will sustain me in the 
assertion that ‘‘too much cotton’’ is the trouble. 
The more of the ‘‘fleecy staple’’ cultivated, the 
greater the embarrassment, is the rule and not the 
exception, while those who have grown corn, 
wheat, oats, ete., are not only out of debt but are 
making money. These are facts so well known 
here, that if the farmers were really able, there 
revolution in the crop system the 
There can be no great change under 
the present credit system, as the coming 
crop must be made to pay up obligations 
past due and tobe medeto help inthe present 
emergency. liowever, the change is gradually com- 
ing. Improved implements for grain culture and 
harvesting are making headway throughout this 
and adjoining counties. Hence more oats has 
been sown by 25 percent than ever before, and at 
this daieare lookiug unusually well. 

Evidently there will be less cotton seed planted 
than for many years past, even under the peculiar 
difficulties which the farmers labor and much less 
cotton will be made, as the diminished receipts of 
guano willshow. From the Georgia railroad agent 
at Madison, Mr. Thomas G. Lamar, I obtained the 
following siatemment which will show for itself: 

Guano sold in Madison during the season of 1878, 
1660 tons; 1879, 1222 tons: 1850, 1100 tons; 1&5], 
1342 tous; 1882 (to date) only 435 shipped and not 
yetsold, or one-fourth of lust year’s sale. Mr. La- 
mar thinks, possibly, the figures wiil reach one- 
half the amount handled on last year, but savsit 
is doubtful, as orders will not war.ant him in 
this calculation.

Mrs. John W. Phelps, a wealthy lady who 
has been stopping at the Palmer house for 
some months past, had her diamonds stolen 
from her a few weeks ago, at the hotel.

THE GREAT SEAL, 


What Itis and What It is Used For. 

A correspondent of THE ConsTITUTION writes 
te ask what the great seal of the state is, and 
what it is used for. 

The great seal of the state is a monster 
affair and is kept in the office of the seeretary 
of state. Contrary to the opinion of 
most people, it does mot make = an 
impression directly upon paper 
as ordinary seals do. The seal now used by 
Colonel Barnett, secretary of state, was made 
during the Bullock administration, but is a 
counterpart of the one adopted in 1799, but 
now worn out. It is a ponderous concern. 
The screw which furnishes the power that 
makes the impression is about an inch anda 
half in diameter. The seal on the face pre- 
sents the coat of arms of the state above which 

words—‘‘State et Georgia,”’ 
the coat of arms i15 
the year in which 
the design was adopted. On the reverse side 
isa scene emblematic of agriculture and com- 
merce, With an appropriate wording. The 
seal is used only in making seals to be at- 
tached to commissions of members of con- 
gress, state house officers—except the gov- 
ernor, who has no commission—judges of the 
superior and supreme courts. Commissioners 
of deeds in other states, on original land 
grants, requisitions and testimonials. The 
making of aseal is an interesting process, A 
piece of ordinary beeswax is put into the 
ress and compressed into the closest space. 
tis then taken out and cut into a rcund 
piece about two inches across—the size of the 
seal. The impression plates, which are of 
silver, are then put into position and 
the piece of Wax. with @ piece of 
gilt paper on each side is put into position in 
the press. The pieces of gilt paper are covered 
with mucilage on the side next the wax. The 
ribbon, generally blue; which is to connect 
the sheets is run in between the wax and the 
gilt paper—an end on each side. The seal is 
then put into the press and the impression 
made, and when it is taken out the seal hangs 
as a pendant from the document which bears 
it.

THE COTTON EXCHANGE. 


What was Done Yesterday Towards Organizing a 
Regular Exchange. 

Pursuant to the call published in yester- 
day’s ConsTITUTION, the leading cotton buyers 
of the city met yesterday afternoon at Major 
Cummings office for the purpose of organizing 
a cotton exchange. 

The meeting was called to order by Major 
Cumming’s,who stated that he was present at 
the organization of the first cotton exchange 
in New York city, and that there were not as 
many persons in attendance upon that meet- 
ing as there were upon this. He then spoke 
of the strides which that New York cotton ex- 
change had made, and expressed the belief 
that Atlanta could have a cotton exchange 
that would rival the world. He closed his re- 
marks, which were pertinent, and which were 
listened to with great interest’ by 
those present, by suggesting that 
Major Maddox be made temporary chairman. 
The motion prevailed and Major Maddox as- 
sumed the chairand returned thanks. Mr. J. 
DD. Turner was, upon motion, made temporary 
secretary. After the meeting was declared 
organized and ready for business, Mr. G. W. 
Parrott moved that a committee composed of 
three members be appointed to take into con- 
sideration a permanent organization, 

The motion prevailed and the chairman 
named Messrs. J. F. Cummings, Captain Lang- 
ston and H. T. Inman as that committee. 
The chairman was, upon motion, added to 
that committee. Mr. Harle addressed the 
meeting, urging the organization of a cotton 
exchange. He then moved that a committee 
be appointed to confer with the Atlanta 
board of trade relative to the use of their 
chamber. The motion prevailed, and the 
chairman named as that committee 
Messrs. J. W. Harle, H. H. Starr, W. P. 
Inman and Smith. Upon motion the chair- 
may was added to the committee also. The 
two committees, the one upon organization 
and the one for conference with the board of 
trade, were requested to meet this afternoon 
at 40’clock. Several stirring speeches urging 
an organization were made, after which an 
adjournment. was had.
